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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informahties: page 1 of the 
specification needs to be updated in reference to the related appHcations; page 9, line 12, 
"battery" is mistyped as "batter"; line 27, "embedded" is mistyped as "e mbedded". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lee et al US 
Patent No. 5,059,836. 

Lee et al discloses a method and apparatus comprising the steps of providing a command 
word (a sequence of pulses) corresponding to a serial protocol over a serial port see col. 16, lines 
18-19, receiving the command word (sequence of pulses) fi'om the serial port see col. 16, lines 
18-19, interpreting the command word (sequence of pulses) received according to the serial

protocol, wherein each signal is defined by a number of pulses in the command word ( sequence 
) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentabihty shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2-9 and 1 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee 

et al. 

As applied to claims 1 and 10 above, Lee et al disclosed every feature of the claimed 
invention but does not explicitly teach the additional limitations of claims 2, 3, 8, 9, 1 1 and 12. 
However, such limitations do not involve any inventive step. It would have been obvious to one 
skill in the art to set equally the pulse width of each signal or to set the time duration between 
signals to at least two times longer than the width of a pulse or to set each pulse in a low state or 
a high state for the same time interval in order to satisfy system design specification. 

As per claims 4-7 and 13-16, it would have been obvious to one skill in the art to map the 
signals in such a way that a zero signal would represent two pulses or a one signal would 
represent a sequence of three pulses or an ACK signal would represent a sequence of four pulses

or a start signal would represent a sequence of five pulses in order to satisfy the requirement of 
the selected mapping or coding protocol.
